ship. The dealer delivers this certificate to the purchaser 
after establishing his title to ownership. The purchaser} 
then signs the certificate and submits it to the Revenue | 


t | 
sureau at Montreal or Quebec. 

Thereafter whenever the car changes ownership the title 
certificate must be properly filled out and submitted to the 
authorities. The certificate follows the car during its life. 
When a car is sold the seller places the date of sale in the 
proper place on the certificate and gives this to the buyer 
who must then submit it to the licensing authorities. It is} 
only after all these formalities have beén met that the new 
owner acquires official title to his ear. 

This system ought to make things hard for the automo- 
bile thief, but these gentry are extremely resourceful and the 
end is not yet. 

In the Canadian law we notice certain features that 
appear to have potentialities for trouble. For instance, a 
great latitude of action is permitted revenue officers in their 
quest of cars not properly titled. They are empowered-to| 
seize at sight and to enter any garage aft er 10 o’clock “at | 
night, if they suspect that a falsely titled car is there. They | 
can stop any car at any hour of the day or night, and if they | 
have ground for suspicion of its ownership they can take it 
from the street and make the driver walk. 

As a general thing, Canada has proved itself sane and! 
conservative in passing laws. Many of the provinces tried | 
out the prohibition idea, and finding that it did not work | 
dropped it. As a whole, the Dominion has refused to accept | 
“bunk” in place of common sense. But we wonder whether | 
the drastic powers conferred upon revenue officers are going | 
to prove satisfactory. In this country we have lately suf- 
fered from much of this granting of extraordinary powers to 
law enforcement officials and the result has not been happy. 
However, this is a minor detail, and if the acts of enforce- 
ment officers prove to be annoying, we may be sure that 
Canada will alter the law to meet the situation. In the 
meantime, the Dominion has an anti-theft statute which 
would seem to offer hope of ending this particular type of 
crime. We may possibly see something to our advantage by 
watching the operation of this Canadian title law.
